every requirement of the pnblioneoes

whether any form of the pending bills 
will be found .practicable.' This hesi- 
tation IB likely, we fear, to -mislead 
Congress to Borne extent. Everybody, 
in and out of Congress, desires an effeo- 


bill—one that 


will bear equally on all the taxable in 
terests of the country. The differences 
of. opinion that exist do not arUe is 
struggles to asoid taxation, as is Borne- 
. times asserted... The.people are willing 
enough everywhere, bat they are oi 
course solicitous that taxes shall be so 
laid that they can be paid, and that the 
general disorganization of business may 
be avoided which.heavy duties on man- 
ufactures must necessarily cause. 


However patriotic a man in business 


may be, he cannot go on if money is 
lost difejj{ff,iri,his, business., If his raw 
materials cost 'ihorcuthui- before, hia 
customers diminish, because his goods 
must be sold higher lhan before, cepee 
oially if on every sale he must advance 
three'per cent in [cnsb.; Every estab- 
lishment silenced not only loses the rev- 
enue from its own production, but rev- 
enue is lost-ami business stopped in aj 
dozen other oases.

The manufactures and internal 


production of the loyal States are the 
great basis of the nation's strength, and 
really the power that enables us to 
eiush the rebellion.

they are laid ? Why out onr own heads 


off in .excess of eagerness to pay for the 
war levelled at the.freo industry of the 
north ? 


It is hardly in the hopo that any gen- 


oral change can now bo effected in the 
tax policy of this Congress that we 
make these remarks, but rather to ox- 
press a convict-ion that very few months 
will elapse before the whole policy will 
everywhere excite dissatisfaction, stop 
business, disturb the coarso of finance 
and Fail to yield revenue.
